Vienne’s Mayor Franz Jonas, in submitting the 


application to the International Olympic Com- | 


mittee at Lausanne, said it is “our major aim 
to revive memories in the world for our city 
which is situated so close to the iron curtain.” 


Vienna is the second Austrian 
ely which has applied for the 
1964 games. Previously, the 
Tyrolean capital of Imsbruck 
had file¢ an application for stag- 
Ing the 1964 winter Games, 

Experts here said that Inns 
bruck cam be regarded ns 
number one favourite Lo get the 
1964 winter games while Vienna 
has only little chance to sunpass 
Tokyo today, which will probably 
be the finst choice for the 1964 
summer Games. 

“But you never know what 
decision the OC will make," 
one member of the Austrian 
Olymple Committee siuld 

‘We are supporting Vienna's 
application by all means."

Meanwhile Jones has Inform- 
ed the OC about Vienna's sports 
faciiities in a large book that 
gives all the details about sta- 
dluma, accommodations for 
athieles and the like.

Shanty Huts In KL 


' Kuala Lumpur, Dec. 4. 
Kuala Lumpur, Malaya’s fast growing capital, is 
moving its shanty and slum dwellers into 
11-storey blocks of modern fats. 


Far from luxurloug by 
Western standards, these are, 
nevertheless, getting Ilnbourers, 
hawkers, small tradesmen and 
clerks out of the dark vermin-~ 
Infested dwellings, known In 
Malayan cities us “cubicles,” 
and away from shacks hi 
crazily together on waste plots 
of ground. . 


The first of the new dwellings 
comprising two blocks of 11- 
storeys and one of three, were 
opened recently by the Prime 
Minister, Tunku (prince) Abdul 
Rahman. 


They contain ao total of 274 
flats, for people who carn Icss 
then $M300 a month.
